RESPONSIBILITY. 


The State Board of Examiners has 


determined to force Governor Budd of 
California to shoulder all the responsi- 
bility for any lack of efficiency as JEar 
as the State institutions are concerned. 
The Board, has passed a resolution in 
substance, that says the State institu- 
tions and departments must be main- 
tained on the appropriations made for 
the two fiscal years, and thai deficien- 
cies will riot under any circumstances 
be considered or granted. • 


It will be remembered that Governor 


Budd cut the general appropriation bill 
right and left, and the Board believes 
that in a number of instances the ap- 
propriations will fall far short of carry- 
ing out the requirements, conse- 
quently the heads of such institutions 
and State departments have 'been in- 
structed early in the term to govern 
their expenditures according to the 
amount of money in sight. This, it is 
believed will work a great hardship and 
the Board of Examiners want the 
blame laid at the door of the one who 
is considered responsible. -There seems 
to be more of an exhibition of personal 
feeling in the whole matter. than any 
interest in the direction of economy or 
a reasonable consideration for tax- 
payers. 


Governor Budd doubtless has stud- 


ied the situation in all of its phases 
carefully, and . when he chopped off a 
number of extravagant appropriations 
he knew that he was checking a lot of 
gigantic steals and. disrupting several 
rings that had taken advantage -of a 
'legislative body, the majority of the 
members of which had little judgment 
and were controlled in the interest of 
manipulators.

• ' A LARGE delegation of western sen-

It is understood that the Greek 
Government accepted:"'the conditions 
imposed and confided its interests to 
the care of the Powers. Active meas- 
ures,'it is further stated, were taken at 
Constantinople to stop the further ad- 
vance of the Turkish troops.

The diplomatic conference has been 


brought to,- a definite 
conclusion. 


Greece formally adhered to the .pre- 
liminaries of peace agreed upon be- 
tween the Powers, and the heads of the 
different legations received positive as- 
surances investing them with authority 
to treat with Turkey. .

Following ia the text of the note of 


the Powers:' "The representatives of 
France,'Italy, Great Britain, Germany 
and Austria charge M. Onou, the repre- 
sentative.of Bubsia and the diplomatic 
corps, to declare in the name of their 
respective 
governments 
that 
the 


Powers are ready to offer mediation, 
with a view to obtain an armistice and 
smooth the difficulties actually exist- 
ing, between Turkey and Greece, on the 
condition that the Hellenic Govern- 
ment declares that it will proceed to 
recall its troops from Crete, adhere 
formally to autonomy for Crete and ac- 
cept unreservedly the counsels which 
the Powers 'give in the interests of 
peace."

The reply of the Greek Government 


is as follows: "The royal government 
in taking note of the declaration of the
